Do the Santa Fe ‘Yes’’ 
and the approval of the en- 
gineering plans mean any- 
thing?

by old timers in the area 
and other parts' of Califor- 
nia, bemoaning ‘the influx of 
people to the state, the dis- 
appearing citrus and the 
rows of look-alike housing. 

We have been here just 
lang enough to share a bit 
of. this feeling on occasions 
—then our conscience brings 
us up short with the realiza- 
tion that we are one of the 
“foreigners,”’ just earlier-ar- 
rived than the cuyrent crop 
of newco.ners to the state. 
With this realization, we des- 
sert any prejudice we might 
have been conjuring up to- 
ward the last day’s several 
hundred new residents. 

California is fast succeed- 
ing New York as the melting 
pot of the world, but our new 
citizens of many nationalities 
are well indoctrinated as 
Americans before coming 
here—and not “right off the 
boat”? in any large percent- 
age as in New York. 

‘But in less than 20 vears, 
California will be the No, 1 
state in population of the 48 
states, according to statisti- 
cal estimates. Today, we are 
in the midst of this great 
change in the Golden 
state. In many respects, we 
hate to see this happen. but 
we won’t go home to Arizo- 
na, and our friends won’t g 
home to Wisconsin, Illinois, 
New. Jersey, Pennsylvania 
and Kansas. So you few and 
fortunate native sons anc 
daughters will have to tol- 
erate us and watch your ver- 
dant valleys, grass covere 
slopes, rugged canyons and 
sandy beaches become teem- 
ing cities.

New Houses 


Here Unsold 








Fewer than 70 new ‘‘sub- 
division’? houses in Upland 
are unsold, it was déeter- 
mined by The Upland News 
in a city-wide survey yester- 
day. 

Observers are thus given 
the answer to tl frequent- 
ly expressed question as to 
whether this community had 
been ‘‘over built.’’ The gen- 
eral feeling among-~real es- 
tate brokers and builders. is 
that the 70 new ses ‘th 
are on* the market today do 
not represent any. majo 
problem. 

While the big ‘building 
tivity in evidence duri 
1956 has somewhat subsided 
due to the tightening up of 
the financial situation, there 
still remains here a demand 
for new dwellings. Indica- 
tions are that within ‘a com- 
paratively short time, most 
of these 70 houses will have 
been sold. 

Prospective developers 
are closely watching the lo- 
eal situation and as the num- 
ber of new ‘houses on the 
market now are sold, defi- 
nite plans will be made for 
new commercial  subdivi- 
sions. In fact, before the end 
of September, reports indi- 
cate at least 100 new dwel- | 


lings will be scheduled. 

In the face of a tendency 
to restrict major subdivi- 
sions, many individuals 
building houses’ throughout 
the Upland district. The Uv- 
land ‘News check on unsold 
dwellings included only the 
new houses ‘in the few com- 
mercial subdivisions that are 
not sold out. This survey in- 
cluded only the 
the Upland city limits.

objections to the proposed crossing had been 
expressed. by the railway officials, until two months 
ago. Then announcement came the Santa Fe execu- 
tives had- reversed their stand. No reason has been 
given Yor this reversal. Denial of this vital improve- 
ment will to a certain extent close the door of Upland’s 
downtown. potential development. 


Why Not Reactivate Mule- 
Drawn Car On Euclid? 


The historic mule-drawn street car that in the 
early days of the community made its way up to 24th 
St. and. Euclid Ave. will be permanently honored 
when a replica is dedicated Sept. 9. 

Through the leadership of Wm. Richardson and 
with the*help of many individuals and organizations, 
the street car replica was presented to the thousands 
at the Ontario All-States picnic. The replica actually 
contains some of the chairs and other fixtures of the 
car that served the community. 

It has been suggested the car should be placed 
in use again as a novelty and as a reminder of the 
early life in pioneer Southern California. As far as it 
can be learned, this was the only car of its kind any- 
where. 

Early day residents accepted the mule-drawn 
vehicle as a very handy method of “getting to town 
and home again.” Steel rails lined the center of the 
Euclid Ave. driveway from Ontario to San Antonio 
Heights..A team of mules pulled the car and its pas- 
sengers northward. Then the team got on a platform 
on the rear of the car and rode down from the heights 
south. Gravity provided the force with the mules and 
people as passengers. Thus, life centered around the 
mule-car mode of transportation. 

And now, plans are being made for permanent 
display of.the historic vehicle. 

All-it takes now is for some good promoter to 
reactivate. the mule-drawn car and take passengers 
back 50 years and more. 

Such a car is just the thing for Knott's Berry Farm 
©r some similiar tourist-appealing enterprise — but 
why: not make the most of the historic vehicle right 
here on the scene of its early-day activity?

Cucamonga, Alta Loma 
Getting Ready For 500,000 


When water is available, land can be. developed. 

There.is nothing new in that statement, of course. 
Leaders in the Cucamonga County Water district, 
however,.are doing something about the situation and 
are preparing to provide water to every foot within 
the 26 square mile area of the district. 

Five hundred thousand people can live within 
that 26 square miles and such may be the total popu- 
lation within the next generation. 

A public hearing on a proposed master plan for 
ultimate water development will be held Sept. 4. A 
bond election for more than three million dollars is 
proposed-for Oct. 1 to provide money for the cost of 
installing reservoirs and distribution lines. As the need 
develops, more bonds will be offered with an event- 
ual outlay of $11,000,000 needed. 

This seems to be an excellent plan — providing 
there is..enough water available. Norman Hixson, 
general manager of the district, and the other officials 
are very hopeful that somewhere the water will come, 
either from the Feather river, the Colorado river — or 
maybe the ocean.

He said once that if 
he neglected his practice for 
a single day he knew it; if 
for a week, his audience 
knew it. That is, he kept at 
the top by constant work. 
Progress means just that. He 





| died in the year 1941 and we 


miss him still, It seems that 
it is not enough to be good 
‘at something, but the best 
is demanded of us. That is 
gained only by constant care 
and work, 

I knew a boy of ten who 
was accidentally shot by a 
rifle in the hands of a play- 
mate. He became paralyzed 
from his waist down. Peo- 
ple wondered how he would 
get an education. But in the 
autumn he was inschool 
along with his former play- 
mates, even though he had 
to be helped in and out of 
his wheel chair. He did not 
stop with the elementary 
grades but went on to High 
School, and had a year or 
so in College. When I saw 
him last I made a special 
trip to the ‘County court 
house, for I learned he had 
been County Treasurer for 
ten years or longer.

is its climate, job and busi- 
ness opportunities, glitter, 
culture and noise. By 1975, 
conservative estimates place 
California’s population at 26 
million, five million above 
the projected population for 
New York, And this is more 
than likely to be topped by 
several million. 

Said to be slowing a bit, 
the westwagd trek of East- 
erners and Mid-Westerners 
is still setting a pace that 
California, Arizona and some 
other western states are 
finding difficult to keep 
abreast of, 

California’s industrial age, 
which arrived with World 
War I, has reached a zenith 
as the national leader in the 
aircraft industry, second on- 
ly to Michigan in auto man- 
ufacturing, ranking high 
in shipbuilding and the home 
of the world’s largest bank 
—Bank of America. 

San Francisco has become 
the financial capital of the 
West, and 30 giant corpora- 
tions with assets of well ov- 
er $30 billion are located 
here. Over the state are 
scattered branches of the 
nation’s most important and 
powerful companies. We 
have only to look about us 
to site examples in this ar- 
ea: Kaiser Steel, Conviar, 
Lockheed and the like. 

Every state in the Union 
is growing, but California’s 
growth is dwarfing most of 
them in industrial, commer- 
cial, agricultural, political 
and cultural importance. As 
her population soars, the 
demand for millions more 
homes and all the things to 
equip these homes are crea- 
ted. The lower rate of home 
building now is said to be 
creating only an additional 
backlog of demand and one 
which will exert heavy pres- 
sure on homebuilders in the 
next decade. 

Every year will see re- 
cords shattered in public 
works Spending, with the 
new population outpacing the 
wonderful progress being 
made by the city, state and 
county governments. Long- 
range planning, such as is 
seen in Upland’s city govern- 
ment, is occuring over the 
state with huge sums being 
spent to prepare for tomor- 
row. New areas are being 
developed and old areas and 
facilities redeveloped—such 
as the new sewer lines in 
Upland and Ontario, and the 
improvement program un- 
derway for Upland’s down- 
town merchants, Rapid tran- 
sit facilities have not been 
realized, especially for the 
Los Angeles area, and these 
are a must for the future of 
the state.
